— The Secretary reported the receipt of a letter 
regarding the work of Rev. Henry S. Rutherford of the Rock 
River Conference, among the deaf mutes at Ottumwa, Batavia 
and Fairfield and enclosing a check for $3.00 for the Conference 
claimants, which was turned over to the Conference Treasurer. 

— H. F. Gilbert asked authority of 
the Conference to sell Union church on Ladora charge and 
Prairie Chapel on the Columbus City circuit according to Discip- 
linary provisions, and Plains church on Riverside charge, one- 
third of the money from this to go to the local cemetery asocia- 
tion. 

G. L. Minear received authority to sell the Lancaster Union 
church, the proceeds, $27.50, to be loaned to the church at Ollie. 

Report . — On motion of C. A. Field it was ordered that the 
report of the Prorating Committee appear in detail in the Con- 
ference minutes as a supplement to the Statistician’s report. 

Address . — At 11:30 Dr. H. F. Rail addressed the Conference 
on the theme, “A Social Faith”. 

Adjournment. — On motion of H. B. Scoles it was ordered that 
when we adjourn we adjourn to meet at 3:30 p. m. Announce- 
ments were made and the benediction was pronounced by John 
L. Fort. 
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AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Friday, September 7th, 1917. 

The Conference met at 3:30 p. m., in joint session with the 
Laymen’s Association. After singing, prayer was offered by 
M. E. Reusch, following which the Bishop addressed the session 
on the mutual duties of ministers and laymen, following which he 
withdrew for a cabinet meeting. E. E. Phelps, President of the 
Laymen’s Association, introduced John L. Fort of the Commis- 
sion on Finance, who addressed the Conference on the discip- 
linary plan of church finance.

The report of the Committee on Periodicals, and on Dis- 
trict Conference Records, and the reports of student pastors at 
Iowa City and Ames were on the motion of the Secretary accept- 
ed without reading. 

The report of the Committee on Resolutions was read by 
C. E. Fitzsimmons, and that portion complimentary to Bishop 
Cooke was adopted by a rising vote, the remainder of the report 
was adopted, and then the report as a whole was adopted. 

Adjournment . — On motion of J. C. Kendrick it was ordered 
that after the reading of the minutes and of the appointments 
the Conference should adjourn sine die.

REPORTS.- DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS 



BURLINGTON DISTRICT. 

Dear Bishop Cooke and Brethren: — The following changes were 
made in the appointments during the Conference year: Brother Lock- 

yer, who was appointed to supply the West Point charge, did not 
come to his work and Newton E. Moats was secured for the work. 
Brother Moats was called to the Army Y. M. C. A. training camp 
about two months ago and one of our local preachers, I. M. Cain, 
finished out the year. 

The Bonaparte charge was made vacant, January 1st by the resig- 
nation from the ministry and membership of our church of the pastor. 
Brother D. U. Park. Our pastor at Farmington, P. H. Hawk, took 
care of Bonaparte the remainder of the year and Glenn Frye, local 
preacher, supplied the other class, Vernon. 

Special meetings were held in most of the charges, resulting in 
about eight hundred conversions. Our pastors have labored faithfully 
but the revival work has been very difficult. The minds and hearts 
of our people have been divided by the conditions of times. 

We have a few class meetings in the district and many well at- 
tended prayer meetings. In the majority of the appointments the 
preaching services are well attended and have a good grip on the com- 
munity. The pastors are faithfully preaching the Gospel and making 
their Sunday evening services especially evangelistic. 

The total enrollment of our Sunday Schools will not show much of 
a gain, but there is a nice increase in the average attendance. We 
have a few teachers training classes and quite a number of our schools 
have more or less of the graded work. I am sure that we are gaining 
each year in the faithfulness and proficiency of our teachers. 

We have about twenty Epworth League chapters in the district. 
Many of them are doing good work and are a great blessing to the 
young folks of the charge and community. Our district convention 
was held in Mediapolis, June 8-10. We were royally cared for by the 
people of Mediapolis and greatly blessed of God. A number of our 
young people consecrated themselves to the Lord for some definite 
iine of work. We have undertaken the support of a student in our 
Deaconess school in Des Moines and over two hundred dollars were 
subscribed for this cause during the convention. The Epworth League 
is a great asset of the church. My prayer is that we may have more 
chapters in the District. 

In March of this year, in the home of her daughter, Mrs. Lloyd 
Tennant at Ft. Madison, Mrs. Ella M. Walker passed to her reward. 
Her home for the past 18 years was with Brother and Sister Tennant. 
She will be greatly missed by a wide circle of friends. 

The fall session of our District Conference was held in New Lon- 
don and the spring meeting was in Fairfield. Both sessions were 
well attended and of high quality. Bishop Stuntz was with us at 
Fairfield and brought us inspiration and help. 

The Woman’s Home Missionary Society held their district conven- 
tion in Grace church, Burlington and the Foreign Society convened in 
Mt. Pleasant. Both societies are doing good work and deserve our 
cooperation in every way. I have the impression that these organiza- 
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tions will do both themselves and the church good by being more fre- 
quently represented in the sessions of the Quarterly Conferences. 

Our district joined the other Districts of the Conference in the 
educational missionary campaign which was put on by the Missionary 
Boards. Mrs. J. D. Pointer of Portuguese, East Africa ;Dr. Butcher of 
India, Dr. Chas. Iglehart of Japan, and Dr. Kynett of Philadelphia, 
were with us and rendered good service. The main convention was 
held in First church, Burlington, and was in charge of Dr. J. M. Tay- 
lor and Bishop Stuntz. The entire campaign was a help and blessing 
as will be seen in the reports for missions from the district. 

Unless some of the charges have fallen down in the last days, 
there will be a gain in our benevolent collections for this year over 
last. This along with all of the other calls which have come from the 
Red Cross and other war relief work is worthy of our appreciation 
and congratulations. 

Judging from the Fourth Quarterly Conference reports, there will 
be few deficiencies in ministerial support and there is no real excuse 
for the deficit which will appear. There is plenty of money in any 
community in this district to amply support the church if it is gone 
after in an earnest and systematic way. 

Counting the thirty thousand dollars pledged for the new church 
at Fairfield, there has been pledged or paid for building and improve- 
ments, about seventy thousand dollars this year. 

The Pleasant Grove church, on the Fairfield circuit, which was 
rebuilt at a cost of three thousand and forty dollars, was rededicated 
September 17th. The Bethesda church, on the same charge, is now be- 
ing rebuilt at a cost of thirty five hundred to four thousand dollars 
and will be rededicated some time in October. John W. Carson is the 
pastor. 

November 26th the remodeled church in West Burlington was dedi- 
cated by Dr. T. W. Jeffrey, assisted by the pastor, H. O. Hendrickson, 
Brother T. S. Pool and others. This enterprise cost about six thous- 
and dollars. 

The church in Sperry was rededicated December 3d. Brother 
Trostle, the pastor, and his people deserve our congratulations, for 
this work which cost some two thousand dollars. Some improvements 
were made on the Tama town church in the same charge. 

The Clay Grove church on the West Point circuit was dedicated 
by Dr. T. J. Meyers, the pastor. N. E. Moats, and the Superintendent, 
May 20th. The cost, which is all provided for. was about five thous- 
and dollars. This is one of the best country churches in the district 
and speaks well for the Christian enterprise of the community. 

Bethel, on the Birmingham charge, is remodeling the church and 
putting in a fine large basement. The expense will be about three 
thousand and sixty dollars. The Birmingham church has also made 
improvements costing two thousand four hundred dollars. C. E. Baum- 
garten is the pastor. 

Dr. Cudlipp and his people, First church, Burlington, are rejoicing 
over the installation of a new eight thousand dollar pipe organ and 
the wiping out of an old debt of about one thousand dollars. 

Dr. Keesey reports something over thirty thousand dollars sub- 
scribed fo the new seventv-five thousand dollar church in Fairfield. 

Sante Fe Ave. church has paid twelve hundred dollars on their 
church debt and Kingston has reduced their obligations on church and 
parsonage by six hundred dollars. 

Mediapolis, Montrose, Mt. Pleasant circuit, Mt. Union, Salem, 
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Wayland, Winfield, Yarmouth, Stockport, Hillsboro, Donnellson, Keo- 
kuk, Mt. Pleasant and other charges have paid for debts or improve- 
ments from fifty up to six hundred dollars. 

In many respects our college has had the best year of its history. 
The spirit and work of the year has been gratifying. A devoted and 
mpeient faculty has done splendid work for and with an apprecia- 
tive and earnest body of students. The gift of the Seeley Memorial 
building will be duly mentioned in the report from the President but 
I wish to add my hope that the Conference will heartily support the 
resolution for the additional one hundred thousand endowment. We 
need this building, for it will put us on the ground floor in the Y. M. 
C. A. work of the city and will provide a much needed dormitory for 
our college boys. 

I here record my appreciation of the wise and faithful work of 
my predecessor. The success of the year has been largely due to his 
efficient work and organization. I have enjoyed the work of the year 
because my brethren have been kind to me in every way. I thank the 
pastors and laymen for their hospitality and kindness and our Heaven- 
ly Father for His tender love and mercy.

MUSCATINE DISTRICT. 

Bishop Cooke and Members of the Iowa Conference: — 

Dear Brothers: — At the Conference last fall two charges, Koszta 
and Ladora, were left to be supplied. I secured C. R. Zimmerman, 
who has efficiently served both charges, preaching morning and eve- 
ning at Ladora and at Koszta in the afternoon. On January 10th, W. 
H. Neil, who had been elected assistant to the President of Mount 
Union College, was relieved of his work at Wellman, and after a few 
weeks A. H. Barker, who had been in school in Boston, came to the 
charge and is highly appreciated. 

Our pastors have all continued in good health. C. R. Zimmerman 
has taken to himself a wife and three parsonages have been blessed 
with new babies. To the Rev. and Mrs. J. H. Krenmyre, a son; a 
daughter to Rev. and Mrs. A. H. Barker, and a daughter to Rev. and 
Mrs. E. B. Frye. We congatulate these sweet babies in that they 
were bom in Methodist parsonage homes. 

FINANCE. — The following charges advanced their pastor’s sal- 
aries: Columbus City, $100; Kalona, $50; Lexington, $75; Lone Tree, 

$100; Oxford, $100; Victor, $100; West Chester, $100; West Liberty, 
$200. On account of changes in charges the salary at Crawfordsville 
is $100 less than last year, and that of Oakville $200. We are hoping 
that the reports will show no deficiencies. We expect an advance on 
the amounts given for the apportioned benevolences, including educa- 
tion. Our people have given liberally to the Red Cross and Army 
Y. M. C. A. for which we commend them most heartily. 

BUILDINGS, IMPROVEMENTS AND DEBTS PAID.— Two new 
churches have been completed and dedicated during the year. On De- 
cember 17th our fine $18,000 church at Victor was dedicated by Dr. 
E. A. Schell, who also managed the finances in his masterly way, 
raising in a very short time more than enough money to meet all 
obligations. It seems to me that Victor could not have done better 
than they did in this building, so well adapted to the needs of all of 
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the departments of the church, and the laymen of the church so 
heartily co-operated with Pastor Rex that it could be nothing but a 
pleasure to build. Victor is now well equipped with this fine modem 
church and the seven room modern parsonage completed last year. 

On May 20th, again under the leadership of Dr. E. A. Schell, our 
beautiful new brick church at Riverside was dedicated free of debt, 
the total cost of the building being a little more than $8,000. This 
enterprise was begun under the pastorship of J. J. Pritchard and 
completed under the wise leadership of our present pastor, Richard 
Collier, who, by the way, is one of our most popular pastors. Those 
who know Riverside will realize that this is a distinct forward move- 
ment, not only for Methodism, but also for Protestantism. Aside 
from the amount expended in the church, more than $500 has been 
spent in moving and improving the parsonage. 

A new $15,000 brick church is in course of erection at Williams- 
burg, and Pastor Lambert and his committee already have more than 
$13,000 to pay for the same. 

E. B. Frye has done a fine work in building a seven room modern 
parsonage at Grandview, and there is no debt unless, it be a small bal- 
ance on the furnance. 

Columbus City, J. F. Stillwell, pastor, completed their new base- 
ment and made other improvements, in all about $2000, with all obli- 
gations met. 

The Cedar Valley church, on the Nichols charge, H. E. Butler, 
pastor, has been rebuilt and a fully equipped modern basement added 
at a cost of $3500, and no debt. 

The parsonages at Wapello and Ladora have new hard wood 
floors. Lone Tree and Nichols churches have been refrescoed. The 
parsonages at Marengo and West Chester have been repainted. 

The Wilton church has spent about $350 in needed improvements. 
A number of debts have been paid, among them Muscatine First, 
$3000; Wapello, $800; South English, on the Webster charge, $900; 
North English, $600. Electric lights have been installed in a number 
of churches and parsonages and other minor improvements have been 
made which, in the total, will run into hundreds of dollars and which 
the reports of pastors will indicate. 

CONFERENCES AND CONVENTIONS.— Two sessions of the 
District Conference were held, one in the fall at Sweetland and the 
spring session at West Chester. It is not too much to say that it 
would be difficult to excell them in interest and profit. We were 
all greatly inspired and profited by the presence of Bishop Homer C. 
Stuntz at the spring session. 

The District Epworth League Convention was held at Marengo in 
June and was well attended and full of inspiration and instruction. 
At the closing consecration service, without any undue pressure or 
special influence except the general spirit of the convention, eleven 
young women bowed at the altar, expressing a determination of en- 
tering any possible open door of special service for the Master. The 
Epworth League work of the district is not on the decline. 

The Board of Foreign Missions conducted an Educational Mis- 
sionary Campaign in February, holding six group meetings, one day 
meetings in every charge of the district and a central convention at 
Washington. The severe cold weather and serious mistakes in orga- 
nization hindered greatly, but much good was done, and many people 
inspired for better service for the Lord. 

The W. F. and the W. H. Missionary Societies each held a splen- 
did convention, the former at Washington and the latter in Keota. 
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It is my opinion that the Parent Boards could do well to study more 
carefully the methods and business management of these two organi- 
zations of our church. 

The work of the Sunday Schools is still advancing, not only in 
attendance but also in the fact that much better work is being done, 
in many places, on the part of the superintendents and teachers, and, 
with teacher training classes and better graded schools there is a sure 
good promise of continued advance. We believe tht the improved uni- 
form lesson helps will be of much value and will do more than any- 
thing that has been done to introduce graded work. 

The pastors and people have not overlooked the work of evange- 
lism. Much has been done both in’ personal evangelism and in spec- 
ial revival work. The meetings resulting in the largest fruitage have 
been at Wapello, West Liberty, Sharon and Hummer on the Kalona 
charge, and Victor. Others have toiled hard and have not seen the 
results they hoped for, but our Heavenly Father knows the work of 
the faithful and we need to be discouraged only when we have failed 
to do our best. God help us to do our best. 

It is clear that every man's job, from now to October 15th, is to 
smite and smite hard the abominable liquor traffic and rivet to our 
State Constitution that amendment which will make lawful the liquor 
traffic, in the fair State of Iowa, forever impossible.

OSKALOOSA DISTRICT. 

Bishop Cooke and Members of the Iowa Conference: — 

Dear Brethren: — Under the providence of God I am permitted to 
present this report of another year’s work on the Oskaloosa District. 

The year has brought its share of toil, of anxiety for the churches, 
of sickness and sorrow; but in and through all these the goodness of 
our God is magnified and the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ has 
proved sufficient. 

On October 5th, Brother E. H. Waring, the senior member of the 
Iowa Conference, was crowned with immortality. On July 28th, 
Brother T. B. Hughes went to his glorious reward. On May 17th our 
youngest child, David, slipped away to Heaven. In our sorrow the 
fellowship of the brethren is doubly sweet, and the clear conscious- 
ness of the Holy Comforter’s presence is increased. 

Immediately after Conference, a year ago, Clement Davies was 
released from the Cedar charge that he might take work at Kirkville. 
At once I secured Roy C. Walker of Mediapolis, to succeed him. The 
work has been faithfully and efficiently cared for. George Pottorf 
had removed to Kansas and was later transferred by Bishop Shepard. 
William Zabilki returned from Colorado to take charge of Harvey, 
where he has won the hearts of the people. Early in the year I se- 
cured Geo. A. Pegram to supply Lacey. He is a strong preacher and 
thoroughly Methodistic. Ollie was served by C. D. Nash for a few 
months, then by E. T. Engle, and on June 1st I moved A. B. Richards 
from Sully to Ollie and placed Vernon W. Bastian in charge at Sully. 
If the proper man can be found for the combined charges. Sully and 
Lynnville will be united for the coming year. 

The first of January I released George Osborn from Rose Hill 
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and he was transferred to the Northwest Iowa Conference. Robt. W. 
Pruitt, who was previously serving- Peoria has supplied Rose Hill 
circuit with acceptability. 

Roy Baker preached at Givin until the first of February when he 
went to Nebraska, and Walter Samp took the charge until June, since 
which time J. Harvey Stoughton has taken care of that church. 

Three men who have been supplying are recommended by the 
District Conference for admission on trial They are: Forest A. 

Moore, Reasnor; Roy C. Walker, Cedar and Frank J. Day, Lynnville. 

At the beginning of the year a few charges advanced the amount 
of support for the pastor. Cedar added $35; New Sharon and Grinnell 
each $100; Kellogg $150; Harvey, Fremont, and Hedrick each $200 and 
Oskaloosa $300. Some charges will report deficiencies. This is a 
disgrace to them, especially in this time of extremely high prices. 

The total for benevolences will reach a figure some higher than 
that of last year. 

We held two sessions of the District Conference, one at Tracy in 
October, the other at Thornburg in May. Both were largely attended 
and full of inspiration. The interest at the spring session was large- 
ly increased by the address of our resident Bishop, Homer C. Stuntz. 
His presence and address were greatly appreciated. 

The annual district convention of the W. F. M. S. was held at 
Knoxville, and that of the W. H. M. S. at Brooklyn, both in May. The 
annual district convention of the Epworth League, the best ever, was 
held at Eddyville in June. All these gatherings were very helpful in 
stimulating interest in their respective fields of labor. 

The Missionary campaign extending through February was made 
difficult by the extremely cold weather, but in spite of difficulties, it 
resulted in great increase of general interest in missionary work. We 
had with us throughout the district, Paul Barnhart, of South America; 
D. P. Hotton, of India; Claude Freeman, of China, and W. R. Kings- 
ley of Wyoming. Our district was organized into seven groups of 
charges, with as many group meetings, the campaign closing, March 
1st and 2nd with an enthusiastic central convention in Oskaloosa, at 
which we were honored with addresses by several widely celebrated 
missionaries. Many people pronounced it the best thing that had ever 
visited Oskaloosa. During the campaign about ninety churches in the 
district were visited and addressed by at least one returned missionary. 

On September 24th the new church at Beacon was dedicated by 
Dr. Grigsby; W. N. Hall, pastor, and in November the splendid new 
building at Thoimburg was dedicated by Dr. Schell; J. D. O’Dell, pas- 
tor. These buildings are monuments to the faithful and efficient 
leadership of these pastors and to the loyalty of their people. 

Last spring Hayden chapel on the Eddyville charge was burned 
to the ground. The trustees received $1400 in insurance and have 
taken subscriptions for a new building which is nearing completion 
and will cost $2500 or $3000. 

The Sonora charge has remodeled its parsonage, raising the 
building, putting in full basement, furance, hot water, bath, two large 
porches, painting, papering, new cistern, and a septic tank; total cost 
$1425. 

Many minor repairs and improvements in church and parsonage 
property include: Painting Beulah church on the Attica charge and 

repairing the parsonage; electric lights in church and parsonage at 
Barnes City, and a new kitchen in the Beulah church on that charge; 
electric lights and other improvements in parsonage at Brooklyn; 
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electric lights in church at Bussey; new furnance and electric lights 
in church at Cedar and the parsonage there replastered; new paint 
and roof on the church at Ewart; Fremont parsonage improved; church 
basement at Grinnell remodeled for Sunday school work at cost of 
$1600; papering and shingling the church at Killduff; new pulpit and 
chairs at Eden on the Knoxville circuit; $100 spent in improving par- 
sonage and grounds at Lacey; nearly $1000 in parsonage improve- 
ments at Oskaloosa, and half that amount on the church; the church 
at Pekin frescoed and repainted; two new furnances at Sigourney and 
enlarged basement for Sunday school work; furnance installed in 
parsonage at What Cheer; new garages at Hedrick, Knoxville, New 
Sharon, and Newton; new pianos at Beacon, Kellogg and Mt. Pleas- 
ant on that charge and Indianapolis, 

Some charges on the district need new parsonages. Among them 
are Knoxville circuit. New Sharon, Rose Hill, Deep River, Lynnville, 

Harvey, and Thornburg. Among those needing new churches are 
Zion on the Attica work, Kilduff, Knoxville, Rose Hill and What 
Cheer. 

McClintock church on the Tracy charge was sold and the money 
expended in a new basement at Tracy. The old wind-wracked build- 
ing at Lancaster, owned jointly with the Baptist church was sold and 
$27.50, our share of the proceeds is held subject to the order of the 
Conference. 

Information and interest concerning Christian education and Iowa 
Wesleyan are growing. The closing of the half-million-dollar-endow- 
ment campaign saw nearly $75000 subscribed by people of the Oska- 
loosa District. We will more nearly reach the fifty-cent-per-member 
apportionment for Christian education than ever before, and I believe 
this coming year will see an increase of students from our district for 
our own school. The new campaign for endowment for our Y. M. C. A. 
work at Wesleyan should receive a hearty response from our people. 

Dr, W. P. Stoddard, Field Secretary for the Iowa Methodist Hos- 
pital, belongs to us, and the hospital board of directors has re-elected 
him for another year, and asks this Conference to request his appoint- 
ment by the Bishop to this particular work. 

Four young men who have been supplying charges on my district 
have answered our country’s call to military service: Alva Soldner, 

supplying Evans; Arthur Hueser of Taintor; Walter Samp of Givin, 
and Roy C. Walker of Cedar. The last named expects to go soon to 
Y. M. C. A. work at Ft. Riley. Rev. and Mrs. Neville gave their boy 
Regan. He enlisted in Canada and gave his life for our righteous 
cause. Brother Filmer’s son Bert, Brother A. M. Smith’s son How- 
ard, and Brother Grigsby’s son Paul are in our country’s service. 

Besides these many young men throughout the district have given ."1 

themselves or are called to do and maybe to die for humanity. May 

God save them, bless them and keep them. f 

Our district is signally honored in having three persons about 
to sail for mission work in China. Miss Henrietta Rossiter of Uni- i 

versity Park, goes out under the direction of the Board of the W. F. 

M. S., and A. B. Richards and wife, our pastor at Ollie, go under the 
care of the Board of the National Holiness Association. They all ex- 
pect to sail the 27th of this month. Miss Minnie Kruse, of Indianapo- 
lis, on the Rose Hill charge expects to go into deaconess training this 
fall. My prayer is that more of our capable young people may hear 
and heed the divine call to special Christian work.

OTTUMWA DISTRICT. 

Bishop Cooke and Members of the Iowa Conference: 

At the beginning of this my first report, I wish to expiress my 
generous apppreciation of the work of my predecessor, Dr. E. J. Shook, 
whose genial spirit with a wise and brotherly administration has won 
him lasting friendships and deserved popularity. Years to come will 

Some time has necessarily been required in sizing the territory 
and work of the district and getting acquainted with conditions. For 
this purpose I have gone over the field of every charge and sought 
to hold one or more services in each of the more than eighty churches 
and preaching places. This has and will continue to involve much 
time and travel. 

CHANGES IN APPOINTMENTS. — Pastors were promptly on 
their charges following the annual conference and have uniformly 
wrought with fidelity and success. Aside from several brief interrup- 
tions all charges have been supplied with pastors. By agreement with 
Dr. Minear, Clem Davies appointed to Cedar, Oskaloosa district, was 
transferred to Kirkville, vacated by the resignation and withdrawal 
of Alva D. Huff, September 5th, 1916. Later Brother Davies was re- 
leased at his own request, to accept an appointment to Bonnybrook, 
N. D., and Jesse Rudkin, member of the National Guard, was put in 
charge. His exemption from call to military service has since 
been granted and he has served the work with commendable energy. 
F. B. Tucker, Supernumerary member of this body has ministered 
most acceptably at Chillicothe. The appointee did not report for work 
at Cincinnati, but J. C. Austin, a local preacher, accepted the appoint- 
ment and has rendered devoted service. Supplying other charges left 
vacant by the cabinet, has required several changes but the following 
are in command at the close of the year: Troy, F. M. Garrett; Ottum- 

wa Circuit, Victor Bloomquist; Iconium, John Denman. 
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IMPROVEMENTS AND DEBT PAYING.— Due attention has 
been given to the upkeep of church and parsonage property including 
adequate insurance with the proper safeguarding of titles and deeds. 
A number of charges must be credited with minor, but important im- 
provements thru the efficient help of Ladies Aids, Epworth Leagues 
and other auxiliary forces, which will make a large total. More ex- 
tensive remodeling plans are now in the finish at Unionville, Kirkville, 
Bethel on West Grove charge and First Church Ottumwa. Unionville 
and Kirkville each include new basement, enlarged auditorium and 
Sunday school accomodations with modern heating and lighting; Kirk- 
ville with an electric generatng plant. First .Church Ottumwa when 
completed will present one of the most handsome, commodious and 
modernly equipped church plants in the Conference and in keeping 
with the best in the state. Under able pastoral leadership Main Street 
Ottumwa has provided for a $2000 parsonage debt of nine years stand- 
ing; also at Moulton a general obligation, an accumulation of note and 
overdraft of $1300 has been provided for with the pastor as solicitor, 
and at Chillicothe $1000 on church improvements of last year has been 
paid. 

MINISTERIAL SUPPORT. — The advance in living prices is keen- 
ly felt by many of our preachers, who dependng upon insufficient sal- 
aries are faced either with debt or economies below the possibilities of 
good ministerial service. However there has been some advance in 
pastor’s support during the year and of the more than eighty churches 
on the district, with few exceptions all ministerial claims will be 
paid in full. For the coming year generous and devoted laymen, an- 
ticipating the pastors needs and in the interests of greater ministerial 
efficiency, by removing from the preacher the jading anxiety of 
economic stress, are proposing increases in support. Such advance in 
salaries must be made if our preachers are saved the humiliation of 
asking extended credit from local merchants and the church from a 
loss of confidence, which creates a serious handicap upon any effort 
to win the virile manhood of the community to Christ. 

BENEVOLENCES. — The responses of our people to calls from 
the Red Cross, the Army Y. M. C. A. and other philo-patriotic inter- 
ests growing out of the exigencies of the world war has been generous 
and heroic. And we are proud of it, tho it may have taken toll of 
our anticipated resources for other causes. While on this account 
there may be some decrease in the returns for regular benevolences, 
we expect the total for the district will not be seriously affected. 

OUR COLLEGE. — Strong emphasis at Quarterly Conference ses- 
sions, has been laid upon the interests of Iowa Wesleyan including the 
early mailing of prospective student lists to the president’s office and 
raising in full the apportionment of fifty cents per member for the 
educational offering. However our greatest embarrassment in se- 
curing both money and students is the lack of intelligent appreciation, 
based on fuller and more correct information by the rank and file of 
che church. Our constituency uninformed and uncultivated is out of 
sympathy. A more extended propaganda both informing and cultural 
in the interests of Christian education in general and Iowa Wesleyan 
in particular, would greatly faciliate the work of pastors and field 
agents in the Ottumwa district. 

EVANGELISM. — Effective methods of evangelism have been em- 
phasized. A community survey and a constituency roll have been 
made out on each charge and filed, the latter with the membership 
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records. Gospel Teams in county seats and some rural points have 
rendered valuable aid to the pastor in their local churches and also in 
the revival work of neighboring communities. 

Bloomfield under the lead of the pastor assisted by Mr. W. H. 
Hamilton, was signally rewarded in revival effort, with conversions 
and accessions and a spiritual awakening among the membership 
which abides. A vigorous men’s prayer meeting which holds five 
nights of the week bears evidence to the flood tide of religious inter- 
est which prevails on this charge. Other pastors have worked with 
care and devotion in evangelistic effort, with or without help from 
other fields, but all with some success. Numa, Cincinnatti, Buxton, 
Avery, Cantril, Agency, Mystic, and Floris are among the charges 
reporting good results from revival work. 

DISTRICT GATHERINGS.— The W. H. M. S. and the Epworth 
Leagues of the district were entertained in convention by the Center- 
ville church. The W. F. M. S. of the district also held a good conven- 
tiop at Richland. These with the intensive and extensive campaign of 
information put on by the joint effort of the general Foreign and 
Home missionary boards, beginning with six group meetings, continu- 
ing with local programs in the churches and culminating with a large 
district gathering held also at Centerville, brought the facts of the 
mission fields to the doors of the churches and awakened a larger in- 
terest in the work these great boards are doing in the name of Meth- 
odism. 

Twice the District Conference has convened — at Willard street, 
Ottumwa, in October, 1916 and at Pulaski in May, 1917. Papers and 
discussions of merit were enjoyed at both sessions while the presence 
of Bishop Homer C. Stuntz at the May meeting where he delivered 
three masterly addresses, proved an unmeasureable inspiration to both 
ministers and laymen. Here the district adopted a “Goal and Pro- 
gram” covering the work of Evangelism, Christian, Stewardship and a 
more systematic cultivation of the field by pastors, which if followed 
will lead to an advance in all lines of church life. 

CALLED TO THE COLORS. — While the enlisting in various 
branches of the National Service of many of our young men from 
colleges and high schools — preachers in the making — threatens our 
future supply of ministers, the recruiting of armies by draft has not 
yet occasioned serious losses in men to supply charges. However our 
preachers, some of them veterans or sons of veterans are loyal to the 
flag and prepared to render any service which the exigencies of the 
struggle, involving our nation, may require. With no less patriotism 
than they, we are called to share the obligations of the hosts not at the 
front. Increased devotion to the call of the Master is laid upon both 
preachers and laymen at such a time as this when a vital faith in God 
and the full support of the institutions of religion are no less import- 
ant to the overthrow of the vain pretensions and false principles ot 
autocratic power and the conservation of food and the building of 
armies. With thousands of our boys, the richest product in manhood 
ever begotten by any civilization, going out from our Sunday 
Schools, our churches and our homes, to the firing line and our nation 
entering the throes of a world war every house of prayer and preach- 
ing place must be kept open and up to the highest measure of effi-^ 
ciency in its ministry of comfort to troubled and broken hearts and its 
proclamation of the Gospel of hope and heroic self denial. We dare 
not be slackers at the altar while our sons and brothers are going 
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into the trenches, that the peoples of the world, 'including our own 
nation, may have a new birth of freedom. 

IN THE MASTER’S PRESENCE. — While several of our preach- 
ers have been temporarily disabled by illness we are glad to report 
that but one brother has fallen out of ranks at the command of death. 
Thomas Rowe, effective member of this Conference serving in charge 
at Packwood, after a few weeks illness passed suddenly but peace- 
fully from toil to triumph on the morning of August 20th. Tho 
seriously stricken from the beginning his workman’s spirit chafed 
in the face of tasks unfinished, and ambitious to close the year with 
credit to the people and to himself as their leader, he overtaxed his 
jaded vitality and fell at the post of duty. Appropriate funeral ser- 
vices were held at Packwood and also at Beacon where interment was 
made, many ministers of the Conference attending. 

The funeral of Dr. Thomas B. Hughes, father of Bishops Edwin H. 
and Matthew S. Hughes, and who passed away in Pasadena, Cal., 
was held in the church at Bloomfield on Saturday, August 4th, 1917. 
In the presence of the family, attending ministers and a large com- 
pany of friends his tall and stately form was borne forth to rest in 
the Bloomfield cemetery, amid a concensus of feeling that a prince 
had fallen in Isreal and a king had gone to his crowning. The sym- 
pathy of the Ottumwa District is hereby extended to Sister Rowe in 
her lonely bereavement and to the widow and family of Father Hughes 
including our two distinguished chief pastors. 

In closing we acknowledge our gratitude to God for his care and 
unfailing help. Also to the laymen of the district and ministers fam- 
ilies we are sincerely thankful for abounding kindness and a generous 
hospitality. ' WILLIAM H. PERDEW.

EDUCATION. 

I.— BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

1. We record our pleasure as a Conference in the visit at this 
session of the Assistant Secretary of the Board of Education, Dr. John 
W. Hancher, a member of our own Conference, and our great profit 
from his inspiring address. 

2. THE BOARD OF EDUCATION was established fifty years 
ago. The Jubilee program, including the Board’s appeal for One 
Million Dollars permanent endowment, the income only to be used to 
aid needy and deserving institutions to meet their current expenses 
and to supplement pensions provided by the individual colleges for 
their retired professors, commands our enthusiastic support. Already, 
under the Board’s leadership, in recognition of this Jubilee Anniver- 
sary, Methodist Colleges and schools have added nineteen millions to 
their endowment and equipment. Marked progress has been made in 
other directions. There was a gain of more than 7,000 students dur- 
ing the last quadrennium. 

3. THE STUDENT LOAN FUND derived from free-will offer- 
ings on Children’s Day, the oldest of the Board’s activities, has assist- 
ed 25,000 Methodist boys and girls to secure an education. Two 
thousand, sixty-two students were aided last year. 

36 students attending schools of the church whose homes are in 
this Conference were granted loans from Children’s Day Fund, the 
total amounting to $2,300.00. The total contribution last year from 
this Conference to the Children’s Day Fund amounted to $838.44 as 
compared with $914.56 of the year before. 

Loans amounting to $7,395.00 were granted to students in Iowa 
colleges. 

4. Your committee recommends that this Annual Conference 
pledge renewed co-operation and loyal support to our Board 
of Education. 
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^ 5. In view of the fact that both the Board of Education and 

! the Board of Home Missions have failed to provide for the salaries 

') of our student pastors at Iowa City and Ames we recommend for the 

ensuing year, the same plan for support as that provided heretofore 
I and that three cents per member from the Iowa Conference be appor- 

i tinned for such support. 

^ But we request the Board of Home Missions and Church Exten- 

V] sion and the Board of Education to formulate plans to provide ade- 

: quate and permanent support for this work hereafter. 

2.— THEOLOGICAL SCHOOLS. 

We appreciate the splendid work done by our Theological schools 
and commend them to the young men of our Conference with the 
recommendation that wherever possible they attend some one of these 
schools after the completion of the regular Liberal Arts courses. 

We express our profound appreciation in the visit and addresses 
to our Conference of Dr. H. F. Rail of Garrett Biblical Institute, and 
, , congratulate the institution in having men of such marked ability and 

power on its faculty. 

^ We recommend as visitors to the Theological schools for 1917,

3.— IOWA WESLEYAN COLLEGE. 

j 1. The Iowa Conference has heard with the greatest interest the 

proffer of the Seeley Memorial building at Mt. Pleasant to Iowa Wes- 
leyan College, and hereby express to Senator Seeley our deep ap- 
preciation of his generous benevolence and his devotion to Christian 
education. 

We have also listened attentively to the committee appointed by 
the Board of Trustees proposing the raising of a Diamond Jubilee 
Fund as an addition to the college endowment, and specifying plans of 
campaign to raise at least $100,000 before Jan. 1, 1918. 

While realizing the enthusiasm which such a magnificent gift 
excites, after long and prayerful consideration we are moved to act in 
co-operation with the Board of Trustees as follows: — 

1. That further plans for the equipment and endowment of the 
college be deferred until after the completion of the Henry county 
unit of $50,000, pledged at Ottumwa to finish the half million. 

2. That thereafter we empower the Trustees of the college to 
appeal for either $100,000 or for the sum of $300,000, an amount 
sufficient to make the college endowment $1,000,000 and hereby pledge 
our co-operation in securing the sum for which they may appeal. 

3. In the event that the Henry county unit shall be completed by 
Oct. 1st, 1917, as represented to us, in order that no delay may occur, 

^ we approve the plans and committees already proposed by the com- 

mittee appointed by the Board of Trustees. 

4. We reaffirm the apportionment of fifty cents per member to 
all our charges for the current support of the college and in view of 
the large number of scholarships now available throughout the Con- 
ference we recommend the discontinuance of the beneficial tuition that 
has been allowed to charges. 

5. We recommend the election of T. S. Pool, Wm. A. Hanna and 

» .1 John F. Deems as trustees, and Bishop C. Stuntz as Honorary Trustee.

EVANGELISM. 

vVe have the profound conviction that the mission of Christ is 
not only to edify and build up believers of the Gospel, but also to 
seek and save the lost. Therefore, be it resolved: — 

1. That we pledge ourselves to more earnest prayer and sup- 
plication that God may pour out His spirit and that the times of re- 
freshing from the presence of God may again visit our church and 
churches, in a great repetition of the Pentecostal outpourings on the 
early church until the kingdom of God become a reality over all the 
earth. 

2. We most heartily rejoice in the increasing interest and ac- 
tivity of the laymen of our Conferences in evangelism and bid them 
God speed in their work and recommend that every congregation 
should seek to engage their activities through an organized effort. 

3. Owing to the fact that our Epworth League reports indicate 
a decrease in the active members, therefore, we as pastors and laymen, 
ought to re-double our efforts to rally our Leagues and bring them up 
to a normal standard, in order to wipe out the decrease of over five 
hundred members. 

4. It gives us profound alarm and concern that our Sunday 
Schools show a lamentable decrease in membership to the amount of 
1720 during the ‘year, therefore, we most earnestly enjoin and urge 
every member of the church to pledge themselves to secure not only 
new members, but to improve the standard of all our Sunday Schools 
so that they may become increasingly efficient. We heartily endorse 
the campaign recommended by Dr. E. Blake and adopted by the lay- 
men’s association to place 5000 additional men in the Sunday Schools 
of the Conference, during this Conference year and pledge our hearty 
support to the effort. 

5. We sincerely appreciate the Bible hour in our Conference 
program, and express our thanks to Dr. Rail for his inspired addresses. 

0. We heartily endorse the work being done in the Cantonments 
by the Y. M. C. A. and so far as possible give them our hearty support. 
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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON HOSPITALS. 

Your visitors to Iowa Methodist Hospital are pleased to report 
the j?eneral conditions and efficiency of .the hospital for meeting; the 
needs of our people as excellent and constantly improving*. There are 
many specific features concerning its status, services, and needs, some 
of which we call special attention as follows: 

1st. — A new nurses’ home has recently been built in addition the 
forrner one which had proved inadequate to the needs of the hospital 
costing $75,000.00 which is modern in every respect and detail and 
fire-proof, furnishing an attractive and comfortable home for the 125 
nurses, and accomodation for the Superintendent of nurses, with reci- 
tation rooms for the Training school. This building has been com- 
pleted and dedicated during the year. 

_2d. — A new X Ray apparatus has been installed, also an extensive 
heating plant providing heat for all the buildings, with many other 
improvements both necessary and efficient. 

There were nearly 5,000 patients during the year while over 1,000 
were served in the free dispensary. The hospital has 112 nurses with 
a full training school matriculating students four times each year. 
Increasing patronage is necessitating new facilities, and buildings with 
additional facilities, while the free work necessitated the expenditure 
of over $18,000.00 per year. This with the operative work requires 
each year an expenditure of more than $50,000.00. In this way Meth- 
odism is ministering to the sick, and the needy in the Master’s name 
and for His sake. 

This constant and urgent work calls for large gifts of such goods 
or supplies as are necessary to care for these, along with bequests, 
gifts, annuities, &c. from the many friends and it is well to remember 
that this demand is constantly growing. 

Resolved, that we renew our pledge of co-operation and commend 
it to our people as a hospital of the highest standard, and deserving 
of their most liberal aid and support. 

We most heartily approve of the services rendered the hospital 
by Dr. W. P. Stoddard as Field Secretary from our Conference and 
recommend that the request of the Hospital Executive Committee be 
complied with by his re-appointment for the coming year. We proffer 
our pulpits when possible to the use of the Field Secretaries repre- 
senting the hospital. 



PERIODICALS. 

The Committee on Periodicals highly approve the sentiments ex- 
pressed by Bishop Cooke and Dr. Mains that there shpuld be a wider 
dissemination of our church periodicals and literature in the homes of 
our people. The North-Western and Christian Advocates, both of 
which have a large circulation in our territory, should be in more of 
the homes and we recommend that “Advocate Day” be observed on all 
our charges and the people be personally solicited for the same. 

We call special attention to the Methodist Review, emphasizing 
the need of it not only in the pastor’s home, but also in the home of the 
laity. 

Three other periodicals also need the support of our people. The 
World Outlook, than which no better missionary paper is published; 
the Epworth Herald, the official organ of our great Epworth League, 
a copy of which ought to be in the home of every Epworthian; lastly 
our own Iowa Methodist is well worth a place in every Methodist home. 
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PRIVILEGES AND RESOLUTIONS.

will long remain with us and increase our zeal in presenting them to 
our people. 

— We appreciate the hospitality of the First 
church, Washington, for its entertainment and the kindness of the 
pastor, J. A. Glendinning; the splendid music furnished by the choir, 
and the meals served by the ladies of the church.

We congratulate our church on 
having in the faculties of our theological seminaries such able ex- 
pounders of the truth. 

Resolved, fourth. — We recognize the giving of time and labor on 
the part of the committees and officers of the Conference and declare 
we are under great obligation to them.

fact that such practices encourage the ever increasing spirit which 
fosters an inclination hostile to the spirit which affords a Christian 
Sabbath of devotion and rest. 

Resolved: 1. That we as members of this Conference raise our 

protest once more against the practices above mentioned. 

2. That we counsel our people to refuse to cooperate with such 
institutions and will ourselves withold our support in order to insist 
upon an observance of the Sabbath in keeping with the Scriptures and 
the laws of the state.

Methodism is unswerving in its loyalty to the nation of America 
and utters a fervent prayer for the success of our arms in this right- 
eous war of democracy against German Imperialism. 

We therefore hail with unmixed approval the ringing reply to the 
ambiguous peace proposals of the Pope of the Roman Catholic Church, 
and we endorse the sentiment of the Chief Executive, Woodrow Wilson, 
that we cannot treat with the present rulers of Germany until 
the German people have been clothed with due authority to speak for 
their government. 

We regret the astounding conduct of the mayor of the great 
metropolis of Chicago in refusing to suppress demonstrations hostile 
to the government by a class either well meaning and ignorant or 
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vicious and traitorous. We appreciate the action of several cities 
refusing to entertain these agitators and commend Gov. Bernquist of 
Minnesota for his bold hostility to these menacing demonstrations. 
We approve the prompt action of Gov. Frank O. Lowden of Illinois 
in sending the militia to Chicago and suppressing the meeting which 
the mayor had permitted. We hail the course of Governors Bernquist 
and Lowden as fitting examples for the governors of all the common- 
wealths of the United States to follow, to the end that we shall hold 
up the hands of the government at Washington in its herculean task 
of bringing the German Imperial Government to terms in this world 
wide war for the rights of man. 

We acknowledge our obligation to the Board of Home Mis- 
sions and Church Extension of our church for its prompt action in 
manning our work at the Cantonments where is being mustered the 
National Army, and we approve the call for $250,000 from the church 
to meet the debt created by the Board i n its instant action 
to turn back the tide of unspeakable evil which threatens to flood 
our Cantonments with desolating sin. 

We pledge ourselves to present to our congregations, (preferably 
Sept. 16th,) but certainly and without fail on either Sept. 23d and 
30th, 1917, an appeal for gifts from our people to take care of this 
sacred obligation, 
obligation. 

We urge, also, every Sunday School superintendent, to take an 
offering in the Sunday School, giving one week’s notice thereof, in 
interest of this fund, on the same plan as that which recorded the gift 
of $100,000 from Methodist Sunday Schools to the Red Cross, July 1st, 
1917. 

We instruct our Conference Secretary to notify every pastor of 
this action and to instruct pastors and Sunday School superintendents 
to see that the results of such offerings shall be sent at once to D. D. 
Forsyth, D. D., 1026 Arch St., Philadelphia, Penn., in order that this 
pressing need may be met. 

We urge our preachers to make their pulpits echo and reecho with 
of hypocritical pacifists, unthinking Pro Germans, and anarchistic 
a patriotism so constructive as to counteract the destructive influence 
agitators who shall find in Methodism a foe unrelenting and irresis- 
tible. 

We express our indignant protest against the duplicity of the 
Swedish Consulate in Beunos Ayres, Argentina, by which a nation at 
peace with America has furnished a means of secret communication 
to the diplomatic representatives of Germany with the Berlin govern- 
ment. We see in this another evidence of the evil of that Pan Germ- 
anism which regards treaties as mere “scraps of paper,” fills the 
world with sneaking spies who watch even peaceful nations, makes 
war on unarmed men, helpless women, innocent children, desolates 
conquered territory, demolishes churches which cannot be of use to 
combatants, outrages womanhood, brutally entreats men combatant 
citizens, fires on hospitals on land and sea, violates the world wide 
respect for the humane purposes expressed by the Red Cross flag, and 
revives among the nations of the twentieth century the savagery and 
brute impulses of the ancient Hun, thus justifying President Wilson’s 
declaration that our war aim is to fight on until the German Constitu- 
tion shall authorize the German people to stand security for any 
pledge of a future peace to be negotiated with the faithless Hohen- 
zellors. 

Finally: We are thrilled to note the patriotism of our American 

youth who have registered for the selective draft to form a great 
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national army of offense and defense. Their impulse of devotion has 
heartened the people of the bruised and bleeding* democracies of 
Europe in their war of defense against German autocracy. We feel 
confident that the answer of American young men to their country’s 
call to the army cantonments is prophetic of the result of this wholly 
unnecessary war, a war forced upon the world by the brute philosophy 
of Germany. We pray for our boys in khaki a great grace from God 
and we ask the All Father to give every American soldier a moral 
victory over self which shall qualify him for a world conqueror. 

We commend the administration of President Wilson and we are 
proud of that quiet but efficient course of action which has landed a 
great army on the western battle front six months before our foes, 
the Huns, dreamed it could be done. We approve America’s war aims, 
which when achieved, will take the crown from the head of every 
hereditary ruler and place the sceptre of power in the hands of the 
people where it of right belongs. 



SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 

WHEREAS, The demands upon the church of our Lord Jesus 
Christ in these perilous times and in the reconstruction period to come 
after this present world war, will as never before require 
trained religious leadership, 

BE IT RESOLVED — 1. That the Iowa Annual Conference in 
Washington assembled endorse without reserve the program proposed 
by the Board of Sunday Schools of the Methodist Episcopal church. 

(a) That as far as possible every Sunday School adopt the grade 
lessons. 

(b) That the Sunday School endeavor to effect trained leader- 
ship in both the Sunday School and the church by maintaining a 
teacher’s training class. 

2. That the work of the Board be given impetus by a liberal 
financial response from the charges. 

3. And realizing that the great hope of the coming kingdom of 
God lies in the proper religious instruction of the children, be it fur- 
ther resolved that every Sunday School in the Conference be urged to 
make an especial effort to enlist the fathers and mothers of the 
respective communities in co-operative religious activity in the home 

and in the church. . , , ^ 

4. Finally, appreciating the earnest and organized endeavors of 
our Sunday School leaders. Secretary Blake and Superintendent Or- 
cutt, be it resolved that we heartily endorse their efforts and unre- 
servedly pledge them our co-operation. 



REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 

The rolling year has written a wonderful history in the resistless 
onward march of the Anti-Saloon Army. The entrance of America 
into the great world war has forced upon us the issue of food con- 
servation with the resultant conviction that food stutfs should not be 
wasted in the consumption of liquors. We regret the unpatriotic 
threat of a fillibuster in the United States Senate by the liquor in- 
terests which has robbed us of a full victory. But we rejoice that the 
manufacture of alcohol has been stopped and the production of the 
milder alcoholic beverages has been referred to the President of the 
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United States with power to act. We urge a decision which shall con- 
serve sober citizenship and provide a food conservation which shall 
encourage our womanhood to save in the kitchen by forbidding a 
waste in the brew vat as Congress has stopped the waste at the still. 
We pledge our allegiance to the sacred cause of saloon suppression 
until the National Prohibitory Amendment already passed by the 
United States Senate has been approved by the House of Represen- 
tatives, adopted by three-fourths of the sovereign states and ours 
become a saloonless nation and a stainless flag. 

We welcome to our state as superintendent of the Iowa Anti- 
Saloon League, R. N. Holsapel, and we pledge him the unswerving 
support of the membership and ministry of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church within the bounds of our Conference. 

We request Dr. Clarence True Wilson, Secretary of the Board 
of Temperance, Prohibition and Public Morals for the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, and Dr. P. A. Baker, Superintendent of the National 
Anti-Saloon League, to send special campaigners into Iowa these clos- 
ing weeks of our campaign for State Wide Constitutional Prohibition. 

We nominate to represent the Iowa Annual Conference upon the 
Board of Trustees of the Iowa Anti-Saloon League, Frank E. Day 
and L. M. Grigsby, and as delegates to the National Convention of 
the Anti-Saloon League to meet in Washington, D. C., December 5th, 
1917, C. S. Cooper and Frank E. Day. 

We urge our representatives in Congress to vote for the Federal 
Constitutional Amendment as it has passed the Senate of the United 
States. 

We recognize the eminent and successful service of our Con- 
ference Temperance Agent, C. S. Cooper, and we request his con- 
tinuance in that office. We regret the sickness which has seriously 
handicapped him the past year, but we rejoice to see him convalescent 
and we pray for his continued improvement to qualify him for further 
service in the great movement which shall utterly banish the saloon 
from our midst. 

THE IOWA CRISIS. 

Your Committee views with deep concern the manifest apathy on 
the part of the prohibition hosts of Iowa. The election for determin- 
ing upon prohibition as the policy of the state incorporated in the 
fundamental law of the Commonwealth is but a few weeks in the 
future, the date being October 15th. The silence is ominous. The 
quiet in the camp of the liquor forees does not import a surrender, 
but rather that by stealth and fraud the friends of the saloon and the 
brewery hope to win a victory they could not hope to achieve if every 
friend of prohibition shall cast his ballot and judges of election shall 
correctly count that ballot. 

It is a weakness to assume that the Amendment cannot fail. 
Hear the truth! IT CAN FAIL if we do not awaken to the danger. 

Only a few papers are sounding the note of warning. The state 
officials keep a strange silence. Indifference results. 

If the votes can be rallied, we shall win. Iowa with its vast 
Christian hosts, Roman Catholic and Protestant, who hate the saloon 
will not tolerate this blighting agent of hell, this nest where murders 
are hatched and human souls are imbruted, and if every vote is cast 
by the people who hate the saloon, a huge majority will give force 
to the people’s will. 

We therefore submit the following: 

1. By these presents, every Methodist preacher in the bounds 
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of the Iowa Annual Conference is appointed to represent the Con- 
ference in the organization of the temperance forces in his community 
which shall assist in getting out the vote. 

2. We urge every pastor to observe Sunday, October 7th, as 
Constitutional Amendment Sunday and to give messages that day in 
his pulpit which shall arouse our temperance hosts to cast their votes 
for the amendment October 15th. 

3. We urge every Sunday School Superintendent to observe Con- 
stitutional Amendment Sunday, October 7th, and to provide some 
special program including addresses and appeals to the school to join 
in getting out the vote. 

4. If no organization now exists in the community where members 
of the Iowa Conference live, this is an appointment of our preachers 
living in such communities to promote such an organization. 

5. We urge every member of this Conference to use the mails, 
the telegraph, the phone, and by visitation, proxy, and every means at 
command to stir up the indifferent in his community to action. 

6. In view of the shortness of the time we instruct our secretary 
of Conference to print and mail at the expense of the Conference, 
charging to the Minutes Publishing Fund, a sufficient supply of 
these resolutions to furnish every pastor enough to distribute in his 
congregations October 7th, and he shall cause the resolutions to be 
read in connection with the observance of Constitutional Amendment 
Sunday. 

Above all, we request that our preachers shall set aside Wednes- 
day or Thursday, October 10th and 11th, (as prayer meetings are 
held upon these days in the communities where our pastors serve) as 
occasions for all day meetings, where in prayer and addresses we shall 
seek to arouse our people to the perils of the situation and the 
opportunity for work in the interest of a temperance victory. Our 
faith abides, and if we do our duty we expect a victory which shall 
hearten America in its fight against this sum of evils and this king of 
devils, a fight which shall issue in a triumph which shall welcome 
the advent of our Lord with a saloonless world. 



REPORT OF CONFERENCE TEMPERANCE AGENT COVERING 
TWELVE YEARS’ WORK. 

In September, 1905, on request of the Conference in session at 
Albia, Bishop Warren presiding, I was appointed “Temperance 
Agent.” The Bishop also secured me an assignment to the Iowa 
Anti-Saloon League as District Superintendent of the Southeast 
District with headquarters at Albia. 

The League had already obtained a good equipment for work 
with a large constituency in the various churches throughout the 
state, pledged to non-partisan effort for the abolition of the beverage 
liquor traffic in the state and nation. The League workers were all 
veterans, men and women of intense consecration and devotion to the 
work, hating the liquor traffic, as they love their God, and home, and 
country. I was most cordially received by them. 

A most serious situation confronted us. The liquor interests had 
grown immensely since the enactment of the Mulct Law in 1894. In 
1904 or after ten years with the Mulct Law there were more than 
two thousand saloons, and twenty-two breweries and distilleries to- 
gether with numerous bootleggers and whiskey drug stores operating 
in Iowa. Fifty-eight of our ninety-nine counties were under saloon 
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dominance, with the traffic increasing* and extending* throughout the 
state. The other temperance organizations in the field seemed utterly 
powerless to resist the traffic or prevent its extension. The liquor 
interests were everywhere predominant. They dictated nominations 
for office, corrupted elections and falsified returns. They were getting 
about everything asked of the legislature. After the Mulct Law in 
1894 with which they nullified the prohibitory law of 1884, they got 
a law legalizing the brewery and distillery, and another permitting 
the druggists to sell liquors, and in 1906 their friends reported a bill 
in the legislature legalizing the shipment and sale of liquors in every 
community in the state. The defeat of this measure was the first 
great victory for the League and the first of a goodly number of de- 
feats for the liquor interests. 

The second great victory for the League at the same session 
of the legislature was the enactment of a law fixing a time limit on 
the life of the Mulct petition of consent. Heretofore there was no 
limit to its life. The saloon might go on forever. There was no 
effective or practical way of ousting a saloon once it had fastened 
itself upon any place. The people were helpless. Their hands were 
tied, practically disfranchised. 

Our State Superintendent, Dr. McCash, drew up a bill limiting 
the Mulct petition to three years. Friends of temperance introduced 
the measure in the assembly and the fight was on, hot and heavy. 
The effort was roundly denounced by some of the leaders of other 
temperance forces as a “compromise with sin and a league with hell.” 
It was, however, enacted into law and proved itself to be the death 
sentence of the saloon. It became effective July 1st, 1911 — five years 
instead of three as originally asked for. Its most gracious effects, 
perhaps, were in forcing the saloon, brewery, distillery and whole- 
sale houses out of their legal intrenchments and giving the voters a 
chance to say NO to the further continuance of the traffic in their 
midst, while it also compelled the saloon-keeper to get, at his own 
expense, a new petition of consent or close his saloon permanently. 

The time limit of five years from the first of July, 1906, cleared 
the way nicely for the work of the League. The workers were sent 
into every county where saloons operated. They were to conduct a 
persistent, tireless campaign, educational in its nature, preparing 
the voters to refuse consent to the saloon petition. 

The law enforcement department was a most efficient factor in 
the educational program. Our friends generally were strongly of 
the opinion that nothing could be done in the way of law enforce- 
ment. “We have tried,” they said, “and always failed and made our- 
selves a laughing-stock for others.” 

About that time our Governor had publicly declared it was “im- 
possible to enforce the Mulct Law in many parts of Iowa.” 

“Nevertheless we made our prayer unto our God and set watchers 
against them day and night,” and pushed on. There were 576 saloons 
in this Southeast District and we were commissioned to put them out 
of business. Our attorneys would discover flaws in the petitions 
sufficient to invalidate them. Our watchers (plain clothes men or 
women) would get evidence of illegal sales. Court proceedings would 
begin. We experienced all their vexatious delays, but kept on getting 
new cases. In one city we had at one time, ninety cases affecting 260 
persons. In another eighty cases. Many after being tried, if they 
went against us, would be taken to the State Supreme Court and 
reversed. 

Many saloons were closed in this way and the people greatly 
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heartened, seeing that something could be done. When the saloon 
men circulated new petitions, the temperance men would push cam- 
paigns of resistance and defeat them. “The Iowa Official Register,” 
commonly called the “Red Book” shows, by reports to the state office, 
1,770 saloons operating in Iowa, September, 1906, while on the closing 
day, September, 1910, the number had decreased to 1,356, indicating 
that in four years 413 saloons in Iowa had permanently closed their 
doors, an average of more than one hundred a year. 

The expiration of the time limit caused further very heavy 
losses. Petitions failed to renew in eighteen counties, freeing eighty- 
eight cities and towns. Then came the Moon Law so-called, intro- 
duced in the legislature by the democratic senator from Wapello 
County, causing a further loss through court proceedings of many 
saloons. This was followed by the repeal of the Mulct Law under 
which the beverage liquor traffic had been operating since 1894. 

Mr. Clarkson, democratic senator from Monroe County, and 
Judge Crozier, democratic representative from Marion County, were 
the leaders of the movement in the General Assembly. By a 
non-partisan vote and the Governor’s signature the entire traffic was 
prohibited on and after January 1st, 1916. Of the 576 saloons in the 
Southeast District in 1905, only ninety-eight remained to be per- 
manently closed by the legislature. 

We record our very high appreciation of the good work done by 
other temperance forces. Their good work has made our League 
work possible. And we would also pay a heavy tribute of praise to 
the ministers and members of all the churches for their steady co- 
operation. The heroic work of the Civic Leagues of Oskaloosa, 
Ottumwa and Burlington, in ousting the saloons, should be held in 
perpetual remembrance. 

To my brothers of the Iowa Conference, we feel especially in- 
debted for unflinching loyalty to the common cause and continued 
confidence in the workers through evil as well as good report. 

My associates in the work, — what a fine company of men and 
women they w'ere and are. Upon the bodies and hearts of many are 
deep cut marks of the awful conflict through which we have passed. 

My work is done. The task assigned me is completed. The saloon 
has gone. See to it that it does not return.

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REPORT OF PRESIDENT OF IOWA WESLEYAN COLLEGE. 

To the Iowa Conference Greeting: — 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: — This is the 75th year, — the Dia- 
mond Jubilee year, — of the College for which you have labored and to 
which you have given your patronage for 86 years. It was in 1849 
that your interest was definitely promised to the College, and now 
after these long years of faithfulness we salute you, honor you, and 
give you the blessing of the thousands of young people and the state 
you have so greatly served. 

The past year has been crowded with resusts; the attendance in 
the College apart from any related departments has reached 251. 
The Conference campaign for $350,000, the Conference unit of the 
Half Million, was gloriously completed January 1, 1917, and practically 
one-half of the sum remaining due from Mt. Pleasant and Henry 
County has been secured. The Board at its special session on August 
31st asked the Mt. Pleasant and Henry County citizens to complete 
their amount by October 1st. 

The last few weeks have been made remarkable by the gift to the 
College by Senator and Mrs. W. B. Seeley, and with the approval of 
the Board of Trustees of the Mt. Pleasant Y. M. C. A., of the beauti- 
ful Seeley .Memorial Building, costing $90,000 and has provided an 
endowment of $10,000 for the building, — a total of $100,000, — upon 
condition that the Conference shall match it with an equal sum. It is 
remarkably well adapted for a men’s dormitory and gymnasium and 
the income from any new Diamond Jubilee offering which you might 
authorize, if the building is accepted and the conditions met, will 
serve by its income not only to rearrange the building as one of the 
finest gymnasiums in a private institution in Iowa, but provide that 
much addition to the permanent endowment, as the building itself 
now has earning capacity large enough for its own maintenance. If 
the Conference could undertake $300,000, with a plan to appeal to the 
Educational Foundations for one third of it, a total asking would 
amount to $400,000, and would give us not only the new building but 
$1,000,000 endowment. 

Messrs. Haw, Steckel, Cole, Willits and Dr. Shook, who as a com- 
mittee negotiated the transfer of the building, have proposed a Dia- 
mond Jubilee campaign all over the Conference with preparations be- 
ginning early in October and to be completed at some date to be 
determined. You are asked to advise the College through the action 
of the Conference, and make the report of the Board of Education the 
order of the day at 10:30 o’clock on Saturday. 

The College greatly needs the rearrangement of the former Ger- 
man church into a library building; the addition of an annex as a 
Woman’s Hall and gymnasium, and a science building. May we not 
hope that some generous friend of education will esteem it a privilege 
to build a monument to his name by erecting one of these new struc- 
tures; the name of the donor will be given to the building. 

We would request that the Conference apportionment for Educa- 
tion should be reported on Blank A in space 26, and on Blank B in the 
space next to the “Total for all collections ordered by the Conference,” 
and that all sums so reported shall be given to the College; and that 
all sums reported in the Public Education column be divided as therein 
indicated. 

Dr. h. N. Smith, who has served on the Board of Trustees with 
great helpfulness, wishes to be excused from further service and you 
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are asked to elect Hon. J. F. Deems of Burlington to fill the vacancy. 
The continuation of W. A. Hanna and Rev. T. S. Pool by re-election is 
also solicited at your hands. Respectfully submitted,

CONSTITUTION PREACHER’S AID SOCIETY OF THE IOWA 
ANNUAL CONFERENCE. 

ARTICLE I. 

. . Name 

The name of this organization shall be “The Preacher’s Aid So- 
ciey of the Iowa Annual Conference.” 

i 
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ARTICLE II. 

Object. 

The object of the orj^anization is to care for the following expenses 
which may be incurred when a member passes away: — 

1. To pay for printing and mailing the notice of death. 

2. To provide flowers for the funeral, the expense not to exceed 
five dollars. 

3. To pay the traveling expenses of not more than three repre- 
sentatives of the Conference who may be appointed by the Conference 
or by the District Superintendents to attend the funeral of a member 
at a remote distance. 

4. To pay the widow, estate or administrator of the deceased the 
sum of one hundred dollars, which amount shall be due within ten 
days of the decease of a member, but in no case shall the amount ex- 
ceed the amount obtained from a single assessment. 

The provisions of 1, 2 and 3 above shall be understood to apply to 
every minister of the Conference. 

ARTICLE III. 

Dues. 

Each minister shall pay to the treasurer one dollar as an initial 
payment and thereafter one dollar upon receipt of the notice of the 
death of a member. Failure to so pay within thirty days constitutes 
a lapse of membership. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Membership. 

All members of the Iowa Conference are eligible to membership, 
also all persons doing supply work in the Conference. 

ARTICLE V. 

Officers. 

The Secretary of the Conference shall be the secretary and treas- 
urer of this organization and it shall be his duty to receive and dis- 
burse funds in accordance with the above provisions. He shall also 
make a report of receipts and disbursements at each session of the 
Conference, which with a list of the membership, shall be published in 
the records of the Conference. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Death Notice. 

The death notice of a member of the organization, whether issued 
by a District Superintendent or a pastor, shall include this statement: 
“Member of Preacher’s Aid Society” and on receipt of such notice each 
member shall remit one dollar to the treasurer. 

ARTICLE VII. 

Amendments. 

This constitution may be amended at any session of the Confer- 
ence by a majority vote of the members of the society present and 
voting.

MEMOIRS 




REV. E. H. WARING, D. D. 

The Rev. E. H. Waring, D. D., the oldest member of the Iowa 
Conference, living for some years in retirement at Oskaloosa, Iowa, 
passed to his reward October 5th, 1916, at the age of 89 years, 11 
months and 12 days. He was born in the parish of Brienton, Here- 
fordshire, England, October 17th, 1826. He attended private schools 
in England. In his diary he states that at the early age of 15 he 
became impressed with his call to the ministry. In 1842, two of his 
sisters, who had come to America previously, returned to England 
on a visit, and he accompanied his sister Fannie on her return to this 
country. He sailed on what was called the Patrick Henry, a packet 
from Liverpool, at night, August the 5th, and arrived in New York 
the early morning of September 23rd. After coniing to America he 
had about one year’s schooling. He was apprenticed to Mr. Samuel 
Harris, of Bellefonte, Pa., to learn the cabinet making trade, with 
whom he stayed until the summer of 1846. He was converted under 
the ministry of Rev. Thompson Mitchell, in 1847, the exact date not 
being known. 

His convictions of a call to the ministry were deepened and 
strengthened so that on September 21st, 1848, he made known his 
state of mind to the Rev. Mitchell. On October 5th, 1848, just 68 
years prior to his death. Rev, Mitchell requested him to take charge 
of a prayer meeting at Struble’s school house in Clearfield County, 
Pa., which he did. His diary recites: “At starting I expected there 
would be enough Methodists to have prayer meeting, but I was dis- 
appointed, so I read to the people the third chapter of St. John, and 
tried to impress upon them the necessity of the new birth. In this, 
my first effort, the Lord assisted me, and I hope my labor was not 
in vain.” 

His license as an exhorter was signed by the Rev. Thompson 
Mitchell, at Bellefonte, Pa., November 3rd, 1848. April 7th, 1849, 
he was authorized to officiate as a local preacher under the resolu- 
tion of the quarterly conference of Bellefonte Circuit, the authoriza- 
tion being signed by the Rev. Thomas Fulton on Sinnemahoning Cir- 
cuit of the Erie Conference. He had to travel 277 miles over six 
counties and it took the two ministers six weeks to make the round 
of the circuit once, traveling on horseback. In March, 1850,_ he was 
received into the Baltimore Conference on trial, and was assigned to 
the Bloomsberg Circuit. It required a ride of 85 miles to make the 
rounds and he preached three times each Sabbath. March 4th, 1851, 
he attended the Conference in Baltimore and was continued on trial. 
With Rev. James Brads he was appointed to Frederick Circuit, with 
the Rev. C. B. Tippett as P. E. March 3rd, 1852, he was ordained a 
Deacon by Bishop Beverly Waugh, and assigned to New Castle Cir- 
cuit. To make the rounds of his circuit he traveled 157 miles on 
horseback. At the Conference at Hagerstown in 1852, he was ap- 
pointed to Union Circuit. On March 5th, 1855, he was ordained an 
Elder by Bishop Janes and at this Conference was elected Assistant 
Secretary of the Conference . He was returned to Union Circuit, but 
later was assigned to Danville Circuit. At the Conference March 
5th, 1856, he was appointed to Muncy Circuit. 
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In the fall of 1857 he was transferred to the Iowa Conference, 
and filled during his active service in the Iowa Conference the follow- 
ing appointments: Kossuth, Des Moines, Oskaloosa, Burlington, 

Keokuk (Chatham Square), Ottumwa, Presiding Elder Mt. Pleasant 
District, Fairfield (Harmony Charge), Knoxville. In 1876 he was 
compelled to take supernumerary relation on account of bronchitis, 
and was never able to resume active pastoral relations afterwards. 
He was elected delegate to the General Conference in 1867 and in 
1872. In the General Conferences of ,1860 and of 1864, he, with two 
other ministers, reported the proceedings of the General Conference. 

After retiring from the active ministry he became Court Reporter 
in the Judicial District which position he held for a number of years. 
He leaves to mourn his departure a widow, Mrs. Nannie M. Waring, 
and six children, three sons and three daughters. The funeral services 
were held in the Central Methodist Church, of Oskaloosa, the quarterly 
conference of which he had been a member for a number of years, 
and always active in church work. The funeral sermon was preached 
by C. L. Stafford in accord with a request made by Dr. Waring some 
time previous to his decease, and was attended by a large number of 
the members of the Conference. 



THOMAS ROWE. ' 

Thomas, son of Rev. William Ellery Rowe and Jane Rundle, was 
born in Callington, Cornwall, England, July 11, 1858. He died in the 
Methodist parsonage in Packwood, Iowa, Tuesday morning, August 
14th, 1917, aged 59 years, 11 months and 3 days. , 

Mr. Rowe came to America in 1882. He was married to Elisabeth 3 

Ann Berdiner, of Beacon, Iowa, February 1, 1883. He was converted 
at the age of 16 years and soon became an acceptable local preacher 
in England and later in this country. As a local preacher he was 
abundant in his labors, supplying almost every Sunday, and was 
repeatedly urged to enter the itineracy. However, he followed his trade 
of blacksmith until 1902, when he yielded to the persuasion of his 
Presiding Elder, Rev. J. W. Lambert, and his pastor, Rev. John W. 

Davis, and accepted an appointment to Blakesburg, Iowa. He joined 
the Iowa Conference in 1904. He was ordained deacon by Bishop 
Goodsell, at Grinnell in 1906, and was ordained elder by Bishop 
Quayle, at Ottumwa in 1908. His appointments were as follows: 

Blakesburg, 1902; Harvey and Tracy, 1905; Kirkville, 1906; Yar- 
mouth, 1908; Ladora, 1909; West Chester, 1911; Oxford, 1914; Pack- *1 

wood, 1916. He leaves to mourn his loss, a wife, three sisters: Mrs. 

Stephen Dudman and Mrs. Albert Hamblin, both of London, England, 

and Mrs. Claude Alexander, of Oskaloosa, Iowa, besides numerous ‘ 

relatives yet in the old country. i 

Funeral services were held at Packwood, Iowa, and at his old 
home. Beacon, Iowa. At Packwood on Wednesday morning a short | 

service was held at the church, the following ministers participating: 

J. C. Caughlan, R. V. Pike, George Filmer and James A. Wilson. The 

choir sang several hymns, much loved by the deceased. “Homeland in 

the Sky,” tenor and alto duet was sung softly. The business houses 

all closed, out of respect to this man of God, and many beautiful 

floral offerings were in evidence. Following the service the choir and • » 

congregation accompanied the family to the train which would bear 

them to Beacon, his old home. As the train pulled out the choir sang, 
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“God be with you till we meet again.” Interment was in the Beacon 
cemetery. His first sermon that he preached in this country was in 
Beacon, and he was also Class Leader and Sunday School Superin- 
tendent here for several years. The funeral services at Beacon were 
in charge of his District Superintendent, Dr. W. H. Perdew, who was 
assisted by a number of the pastors of the Iowa Conference. Rev. 
Rowe was a sweet-spirited, upright, manly Christian man. He was 
a hard working, faithful and successful Christian minister. “He rests 
from his labors and his works do follow him.” 



THE REV. THOMAS BAYLES HUGHES, D. D. 

The Rev. Thomas Bayles Hughes was born in Fayette County, 
Virginia, January 20, 1836, and died in Pasadena, California, July 
28th, 1917. He was the oldest son of Francis T. and Phoebe J. Hughes, 
who were Welsh descendants from some of the earliest Welsh immi- 
grants to America. When but a boy he was converted among the 
Baptists, but later, having attended for a time the Methodist meet- 
ings, on earnest conviction, he decided to join the Methodist Church; 
and all his father’s family followed him, and two of his brothers be- 
came Methodist preachers. He was admitted to the Conference in 
1857, and was married to Miss Louisa Holt, a daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Mathew Holt, March 21st, 1861. Seven children were born of 
this marriage, six of whom lived to adult age. Those still living 
are: Bishop Mathew Simpson Hughes, Bishop Edwin Holt Hughes, 

Dr. William F. Hughes, Mrs. Effa B. Barton, Mrs. Nellie Taylor, and 
Leroy H. Hughes. The two daughters and Leroy H., and their mother 
were with brother Hughes when he departed this life. 

Funeral services were held in Pasadena, Jaily 31st, when addresses 
were made by Dr. W. G. Wilson of this Conference; Dr. C. F. Cowan, 
formerly of this Confernece, and Dr. W. C. Wilson, a former member 
of the West Virginia Conference, and a last survivor of the class- 
mates of Dr. Hughes, out of fourteen, admitted to the West Virginia 
Conference in 1857. The body was then brought to Bloomfield, Iowa, 
where funeral services were held in our church Saturday, August 4th, 
at 2:30 p. m., conducted by the pastor. Dr. H. B. Scoles, assisted by 
Dr. W. H. Perdew, Dr. E. J. Shook, F. E. Day and Dr. J. W. Lambert; 
Dr. C. L. Stafford and Dr. W. P. Stoddard made addresses. The music 
by the choir was exquisitely beautiful and touching, the flowers on 
the casket were lavish and lovely, and the addresses made us all feel 
that, “The path of the just is as a shining light, that shineth more 
and more to the Perfect Day.” Twenty-seven preachers of the Iowa 
Conference, including all the District Superintendents, attended the 
funeral, and we laid him away in the beautiful Bloomfield cemetery 
to await, “The first resurrection.” In his pastoral career he has held 
some of the largest pastorates in the West Virginia and the Iowa 
Conferences, such as the three churches in Wheeling, West Virginia, 
and the churches in Morgantown and Parkersburg, and was Presiding 
Elder of the Buchannan District in 1876, and led the delegation of that 
Conference to the General Conference at Cincinnati, Ohio, in 1880, 
He was transferred to the Iowa Conference in 1885, and stationed in 
Grinnell, Iowa, where he served five years with great acceptability, 
and in 1890, was appointed Presiding Elder of the Oskaloosa District 
by Bishop I. W. Joyce, with whom he had preached alternately for 
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some years at Ocean Grove Camp Ground. In 1896 he was appointed 
to Bloomfield, where he achieved the great and difficult task of build- 
ing the present church edifice. Later he held pastorates at Albia, 
Sigourney and Agency, until the year 1907 when he asked for and 
received a retired relation, and also preached his semi-centennial ser- 
mon at Burlington, Iowa. When we, as a Conference, contemplate 
the long and useful life of Brother Hughes, we instinctively revere 
and honor his memory, and pay tribute to his courage, strength, 
efficiency and faithfulness. Nearly fifty years of his life were spent 
in the South, and over thirty years in the North. He has lived more 
than a generation on each side of the “Mason-Dixon Line.” The com- 
pass of his life takes in this land from sea to sea. He saw the Old South 
the awful desolation of the Civil War, was born and reared in an 
environment of pro-slavery, and a slave-holder’s aristocracy, but he 
had the daring to break away from its power and adhere to an anti- 
slavery church; and in 1861 declared himself for the Union as against 
secession and rebellion, and he lived through days and years that 
tried men’s souls. He was a man of marked caution, yet not so as to 
indicate fear or cowardice. He was a good husband, a good father, 
a good friend, and a real brother-preacher; he loved and believed in 
Methodist preachers and people. He was modest, almost to a fault, 
but all could see and feel his manly worth and noble bearing, so that 
he could easily afford to be modest. Brother Hughes was kindly, con- 
siderate of others, unselfish and generous. He always stood for the 
best things and the highest ideals. He had intellectual grasp, 
spiritual vision and moral grandeur of a very high order; of Welsh 
extraction, born among the mountains of the Old South, he had all the 
essentials of an aristocrat in his blood and nature, but by intent, 
mental habit, and by the grace of God, he made himself a true 
democrat. He fully believed that the best governed body was the body 
that governed itself under God and righteousness. About and in his 
preaching there was every evidence that he was not merely a topical 
thinker, but a scopical tHinker of vast and prophetic range. Therefore, 
it is not surprising that one of his sons should send to him on his 
80th birth anniversary the following lines of Ralph M. Thompson: 

“Could I forsake these rugged ways. 

The paths where now I walk with men. 

And hie me back to childhood’s days 
To be in body born again; 

“From out this heart I call my own. 

From out this soul forever free. 

You are the father, you alone 

I should ask God to give to me.” 

It is a gladness and joy to remember that Brother Hughes has 
been with us for thirty-two years, that two of his sons were admitted 
to our Conference to begin their ministerial career, that he and his 
faithful wife lived to see these two sons made Bishops in our church. 
This is so unique a fact that we as a Conference feel that we can not 
omit mentioning it in this memorial. We know not of another instance 
like this in our history. If there be any such, it eludes the memory of 
the writer of this. Thus our Conference borrows some distinction, 
from the unique honor thus coming to us. 

For eighty years Dr. Hughes lived and labored. He was a man 
of faith and hope and love. He was great in prayer and preaching. 
He was a wise and good preacher, for thousands of people were con- 
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verted to God under his preaching. “He that winneth souls is wise.” 
He was a wise administrator of the temporal and spiritual affairs of 
the church. God blessed him and his labors. He enjoyed religion. 
The emotional, and the intellectual, were so evenly and so well 
balanced in him that though at times he would shout for joy and 
laugh with very happiness around the altar where God was forgiving 
sinners; yet we never saw his emotions get his judgment befogged or 
his perceptions clouded. His spiritual vision seemed always clear. 
He had a tender heart and a gentle disposition blended with a heroic 
determination, and a dauntless purpose and high aim in life. We 
doubt not that he who so lived could, in his last days and hours make 
the lines of the Rev. Thomas Calvin Cleaveland his very own as he 
was nearing the “great adventure:” 

“My soul is faring onward, I would not have it stay, 

But bid God-speed its journey upon its heavenly way. 

My soul has been a student in a room of narrow scope 
I rejoice in the door now open to the school of larger hope. 

My soul has been a soldier with battle flag unfurled, 

I join its song of triumph as it overcomes the world. 

My soul has been a pilgrim, now comes the Saviour’s call. 

It will enter Heaven, the Homeland, where Christ reigns. All in All. 
Death is a great adventure, a challenge, O my soul, 

A call to light, to life, to joy, while endless ages roll.” 



DAVID MINEAR. 

David, youngest son of Dr. George L. and Nellie Sevier Minear, 
was born at What Cheer, Iowa, March 23rd, 1911. He died at Oska- 
loosa, Iowa, May 17th, 1917, aged 6 years, 1 month and 24 days. His 
little body rests in the Methodist Church Lot in Forest Cemetery, 
Oskaloosa. David had been sick but very little during his life, but 
last spring he was taken with a severe attack of inflammatory rheu- 
matism, from which he suffered greatly for several weeks until death 
relieved him. In many respects he was an unusual child and there 
seemed in him the promise of a man of strength and usefulness. He 
was of a religious turn of mind, frequently finding amusement by the 
hour in singing the Christian songs he had learned in the home, church 
and Sunday school. He had a quiet, thoughtful way of asking ques- 
tions about God and Heaven. He loved nature, with which his child’s 
heart communed as with a friend. Music and flowers, birds and animals 
spoke to him a language that found a response from the depths 
of his being. He loved Jesus, and prayed to Him on intimate terms, 
the reality of which we may well covet. He took his turn in praying 
at family worship. His prayers were original, direct, comprehensive, 
full of faith and beauty. “Jesus loves me,” was so real to him that 
his love in return was genuine, true and unfeigned. He was thank- 
ful, thoughtful, patient, appreciative, unselfish and dutiful. We thank 
God for the assurance that this child, who loved Jesus, and sometimes 
longed to see Jesus, has seen Jesus face to face, and is with Him 
forever.

Chris. Haw presents the proposition of the Seely donation to 
Iowa Wesleyan College and presented the following resolution and 
moved its adoption: 

“The Laymen’s Association of the Iowa Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, in session at Washington, Iowa, desires 
to congratulate the Board of Trustees of Iowa Wesleyan College upon 
the generous offer of Mr. W. B. Seeley, on behalf of himself and family, 
to give to the college — property and money to the value of $100,000.00, 
on condition that the Trustees meet this offer with an equal amount 
over and above present resources. We believe this proposed $100,000.00 
can be raised within a reasonable time, and to that undertaking we 
pledge our unfailing co-operation and support. It is understood that 
no appeal to raise this fund is to be made in the churches of the Iowa 
Conference, by taking public collections, but by private solicitation.”

REPORT OF CONFERENCE HISTORIAN. 

To the Members of the Iowa Conference: — 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: — In presenting to you my second 
annual report as historian, I desire to express my thanks to those who 
have endeavored to make the records complete concerning facts that 
with each receding day becomes history. There was turned over to 
me at the last Conference by Brother J. W. Lambert, for the historical 
room, a picture of the 

CONFERENCE OF 1869, 

Held in Muscatine, with Bishop Thompson presiding. The picture is 
24x34. There are 117 pictures in the group, including the bishop. Six 
of the number are still with us: T. J. Myers, C. L. Stafford, J. C. 

Kendrick, W. G. Thom, D. C. Smith and U. B. Smith. 

THE CONFERENCE ROOM. 

Concerning the proposed conference room, the following 
from President Schell explains the present condition: 

My Dear Brother Millice: — Very glad to have your favor of the 
18th. The large picture of the Conference sent for the Conference 
room came duly to hand and after being displayed in the library, was 
taken care of by Brother Pool. This Conference room matter has not 
been fixed up. Like the other records of the Conference, I fear we 
shall have to wait for it until we get the new library building — to be 
made over out of the old German church — fitted up and in use. 

Mt. Pleasant, August 21, 1917. 

WARING’S PAPERS. 

There has been placed in my care a box of papers, containing a 
large amount of historical matter from which Brother Waring gather- 
ed material for his history. These I plan to arrange and classify for 
better preservation. The cuts used in the book and a few pictures 
are also in the box. 

DEATH ITEMS. 

Accounts of the deaths of Mrs. Deborra C. Lawson, a daughter of 
Brother ’Cyrus Morey, an old time member of the Conference, and of 
Brothers E. H. Waring, T. B. Hughes and Thomas Rowe, have been 
filed with me. 

An item concerning the life of Brother Waring should not go by 
without notice. Your historian, before he was appointed as such, 
heard from his lips the story of the fact that he oiganized the first 
corps of short hand reporters for the General Conference of 
our church. An effort made to get from him an account of it within 
the last year failed. 

HISTORICAL INVENTORY. 

Brother Longnecker made this year, (May 10,) an inventory of 
the articles found in the room with the college papers, a copy of 
which is in possession of the historian. To this list there is added 
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this year the “Disciplines of 1908, 1912 and 1916,” and a copy of the 
minutes of 1844, 1853 and 1857, by the historian, making the list 
complete from 1828. 

It is hoped that the Conference room may be secured and these 
books and papers and curios properly cared for, and others be added to 
the list. 

I shall be glad to get in communication with those who have ar- 
ticles they desire to place in this department, and renew the request 
for reports of dedications and such articles as may serve to best pre- 
serve Methodist history. 

EDUCATIONAL HISTORY. 

I would not close this report without a reference to the victory in 
securing the splendid endowment for Iowa Wesleyan College, which 
will make enduring history for Christian education in southeastern 
Iowa. H. C. MILLICE, Historian.
